Such International Sports, However, 
Will Call for Careful Prepara­ 
tion— America’s Large Cities 
To Be Seat of Contact. 


America is Now at One of the Most 
Important

New York, Feb. 16.- In the m idst 


cf the European war, the idea of in-1 
ternational sport and competition will j 
not down. 
The advocates of these j 
games are constantly advancing plans \ 
f o r 'such m eetings, to take place dur-| 
ing hostilities or im m ediately follow­ 
ing the declaration of peace. 
It is ' 
repeatedly pointed 
out 
that 
such! 
friendly engagem ents in t he realm s j 
of sport will either help in bringing' 
about peace or act as a balm for the 
bitterness engendered by the eonflict. 
An example of these frequent ef­ 
forts is shown in plans for an inter­ 
national sport m eeting after the w ar 
to be held in Holland, the land of in­ 
ternational m eetings. 
This in terest­ 
ing idea is put forw ard in one of the 
leading Dutch new spapers by a sport 
enthusiast. 
The w riter argues that 
when peace comes economic necessity 
will soon draw the present belligerents 
together again and prepare the way 
for international sport, which will rn 
its turn react favorably on the rela­ 
tions of Ihose now engaged in so hit­ 
ter a struggle with gun and bayonet. 
Such international sport meeting.', 
however, he points out, call for diplo­ 
matic and careful preparation. 
One 
cannot, for instance, expect to see a 
ii football match, Germany versus Bri­ 
tain in the post-war 
season. 
Hence 
H olland’s opportunity to 
perform 
a 
delicate task, with the 
support 
of 
America and other neutrals, by m ak­ 
ing th at country a centre of contract. 
The aim of 
such 
an 
international 
m eeting would naturally have to he 
delicately masked, but once represen­ 
tatives of the 
present 
belligerents 
had met on a Dutch playing field, the 
process would develop of itself ver> 
quickly, leading to a full restoration 
of the valuable international sport. 
To any pessimist inclined to ask 
w hether the w arring nations will have 
any men to spare for sport after the 
present slaughter, the w riter points 
out th at football is still boing played 
week by w eek in Britain, that a Bel­ 
gian eleven quite recently played a 
leading H ague team ; that a football 
ma* ch took place three weeks ago at 
Vienna, between A ustria and H ungary 
and that football is being regularly 
played just behind the fighting front. 
Furtherm ore, he states that there are 
at present cycle races, cross-country 
and athletic contests be'ng held in 
war-ridden 
Belgium; 
cycling 
and 
running races in Berlin, 
and 
that 
German soldiers obtain 
leave 
from 
the front to go and participate in the 
latter contests.

ciers and business men 
have given 


their 
informal 
pledge 
to 
pursue 
trade in China in a spirit of friendli­ 
ness to the Japanese, and, wherever, 
possible, in 
co-operation 
with the 
Japanese, according to Baron Eiichi 
Shibusawa, the 75-year-old 
financier, 
who returned on Jan. 5 from a tour 
of the United States. On his arrival 
home he was m et by several m em ­ 
bers of the cabinet to whom he re­ 
ported most favorably on conditions 
in America, as they affect Japan. He 
was impressed rem arkably with the 
hospitality that had been shown him 
in the United States. 
“America,” ho said, “is now at one 
of the most important turning points 
in her history. H itherto she lins been 
self-centered and 
self-eqntented, po­ 
litically, economically and financial­ 
ly, hut now, 
in 
consequence of the 
war, she has been brought suddenly 
to realize th at 
circum stances place 
her in the 
very 
forefront 
of 
the 
world’s 
financial 
and 
commercial 
powers, and she 
seems 
determined 
to utilize to the fullest extent the op­ 
portunities thus presented.” 
“I took every opportunity,” he con­ 
tinued, 
“of 
im pressing 
upon 
my 
American 
friends 
the 
desirability 
and also the practicability of a gen­ 
eral understanding, and, 
if possible, 
co-operation, between American 
and 
Japanese 
capitalists 
in 
developing 
tile resources of China. Such, I point­ 
ed out, would he conducive to the in­ 
terests of China in 
the 
first place, 
and then to the interests of both J a ­ 
pan and the United States. 
O ther­ 
wise America’s increased 
activities 
in the Chinese m arket might lead to 
hostile competition, 
mutual distrust 
and hitter animosity, which might he 
mutually disastrous. 
I was gratified 
to find that my views on 
thse m at­ 
ters were, fully shared 
by American 
financiers and 
business 
men 
who 
showed themselves perfectly willing 
to conduct operations in China in a 
generous spirit of friendliness toward 
the Japanese, and, wherever possible, 
in co-operation with us.” 
Baron Shibusawa said he found all 
sections of 
the 
United 
States ani­ 
mated 
by 
sentim ents 
of 
warm 
friendship toward Japan. 
Especially 
was he pleased to see 
the situation 
in California greatly improved. 
The 
anti-Japanese feeling there lias sub­ 
sided, owing to th favorable impres­ 
sion created by 
Japanese participa­ 
tion in tile exposition. Some people 
were inclined to fear a revival of the 
anti-Japanese 
agitation 
after 
the 
close of the exposition, but his obser­ 
vation was that there is no likelihood 
»if such an occurrence 
in 
the near 
future. 
Baron Shibusawa said he w as very 
greatly impressed with the prosper­ 
ous conditions in the 
city 
of New 
York. The thriving and beautiful ap­ 
pearance of the streets and the re­ 
markable improvement in the means 
of communication 
showed 
a 
great 
development since Dis previous visit. 
Lastly, he said: 
“In viewr of tile great m aterial pro­ 
gress 
in 
the 
United 
States 
there 
must arise in the future a brisk de­ 
mand for 
m erchandise 
of 
all 
de­ 
scriptions. 
The unm istakable devel­ 
opment of American 
commerce and 
'industry is 
favorable

Japanese

are bound to realize an epoch making 
progress. Japanese

Athens, Fob. IG.—Some of the most 
important 
nrcheological 
discoveries 
of the past generation have just been 
made around the 
ancient 
city 
of 
Tiryns, which, according to one le­ 
gend, was the birthplace of Hercules. 
Tile walls of the city ascribed to the 
Cyclops, the earlier excavations there 
have unearthed some remarkable ex­ 
amples of Cyclopean architecture. 
A number of workmen, digging at 
the Greek agricultural school some 
fifty yards beyond the walls of the 
ancient city, recently came upon some 
copper fragments evidently 
of

early date. 
The work was promptly 
stopped and a guard placed over the 
spot, until Professor Arvanitopoulos 
could be called from Athens to di­ 
rect tho excavation.

I has just passed through a

and successful agitation against 
I eminent methods of retrenchment. It 
I is a tradition of Irish government that 
I some of its services are extremely 
costly in proportion to the needs of 
the people, while others are starved. 
The treasury, in determining to effect 
war economies, proceeded to attack 
one after the other the “starved ser­ 
vices,” leaving mostly untouched the 
larger and less useful items. 
They 
thus irritated the 
largest 
possible 
number of people and interests for the 
smallest return in cash. 
One of the starved services is edu­ 
cation. 
The National Library in Dub 
Rn, the Royal Irish Academy of Music, 
the teaching of science in secondary 
schools and agricultural education all 
suffered, or were threatened 
Among 
the grants to be discontinued was the 
small sum for the Colleges of Irish. 
This brought the Gaelic League into 
the fray, and throughout every part of 
Ireland, resolutions of public bodies 
and public meetings, culminating in a 
meeting in the Dublin mansion house, 
conveyed to the government the popu­ 
lar indignation. 
The 
Irish 
Catholic 
bishops also passed a series of reso­ 
lutions of protest. 
It was not only 
the 
educational 
grants that suffered. Ireland has been 
receiving a grant of 10,000 pounds a 
year for the encouragement of horse 
breeding. 
The country 
is 
a 
great 
breeding ground for horses and its 
merits in this respect were recognized 
before the war, not only by the British 
government, but by foreign buyers. It 
was announced that the horse breed­ 
ing grant was to be stopped, though 
a similar grant of larger amount given 
to Great Britain was not only to be 
continued, but increased. 
Protest in 
parliament 
led 
to the explanation 
that army horses could be more con­ 
veniently bred in England because it 
was nearer to the seat of war, and 
because the provision of army horses 
might be an urgent matter of hours 
instead of days. 
As 
an 
argument 
against a grant for breeding horses in 
Ireland this was not regarded as con 
vincing. Meanwhiel no serious attack 
was made on the* swollen 
Items 
of 
Irish expenditure. The police cost over 
a million and a half a year of pounds 
sterling, though for some years past 
the record of the country is almost 
crimeless, and the judges of assize 
are constantly presented with white 
gloves by the sheriff because there 
are no cases to try. 
Ireland’s taxation since the war has 
increased from about eleven millions 
to about seventeen and a half mil­ 
lions, and the treasury methods cd re­ 
trenchment would he' ineffective for 
any real contribution 
towards 
war 
economics. 
They are said to have 
been due to the blunder of some minor 
officials in Dublin Castle or in White­ 
hall unacquainted with the country. 
At first they were defended in the 
house of commons by the treasury 
chiefs. 
But after the representaitons 
made by Mr. Redmond, 
Mr. 
Dillon 
and other Irish parliamentary leaders 
it has been decided that these small 
economics detrimental to national ef­ 
ficiency will not be further persisted 
in. 
The matter has caused a great 
deal of irritation among people of all 
classes and sections of Irish opinion, 
who have shown great sympathy with 
the war, and admit the necessity ol 
wise public economics.

One of the most remarkable safety 
records in the history 
of 
American 
railways was made in the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1915, when the entire 
256,000 miles of road were operated 
with only 8,621 fatalities of all kinds, 
of which 5,084 were trespassers. 
The 
number is the* smallest 
in 
thirteen 
years, the smallest 
number 
having 
been in 1902. 
In the total, just pub 
fished by the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission, are included all passen­ 
gers, employes, trespassers or others, 
killed in any kind of accident, whether 
to trains, through own carelessness, 
trespassing, working about trains, in 
shops or otherwise. 
Not since nine­ 
teen years ago, in 1896, have fewer 
passengers been killed from all causes, 
the total last year being only 196; yet 
there were carried 93 per cent more 
passengers than in 1896. 
Not since 
seventeen 
years 
ago, in 1898, have 
fewer employes been killed from all 
causes, the total being 1,835; yet IOC 
per cent more men were employed 
than in 1898. 
While declines in traffic such as 
that of the last fiscal year always 
bring decreased hazards and casual­ 
ties, the real achievement in “safety 
first” 
is 
seen in these comparisons 
and the fact that one must go back 
thirteen years to 1902 for a smaller 
total of all fatalities. 
The 8,621 of 
1915 compare with 8,588 in 1902, yet 
in 1915 there was operated 28 per cent 
more miles of track; gross revenues, 
measuring traffic volume, were 72 per 
cent greater and expenses 89 per cent 
greater than in 1902; the number of 
passengers carried had risen 52 per 
cent and the number of tons hauled 
had increased 61 per cent, while there 
were employed 51 per cent more men 
than in 1902. 
Excepting only 1914 the 
number of passengers killed in train 
accidents, eighty-three, is the smallest 
in sixteen years. But for one accident 
in the first quarter of the year, 1915 
would probably have broken all rec­ 
ords in this respect.

In explanation of the purposes 
and w'ork of his department, he stated j 
that primarily it is intended to dem­ 
onstrate to farmers that hog colera 
can be controlled that it is a very 
contagious disease and its prevention 
and suppression depend considerably 
upon proper methods of sanitation— 
in other words, to show them how 
and the necessity of their being self 
reliant In dealing with the ailment, 
because the station was not intended 
to be a permanent fixture here, and 
its agency is educational. 
Dr. Graham stated that at the start 
they practiced the “Serum alone” me­ 
thods of treatment, but that the po­ 
tency was not strong enough to afford 
desired protection. 
Since 
July 
1st, 
1915, the “sprum-virsus,” or what 
is 
known as the “simultaneous” treat­ 
ment has been used and their exper­ 
ience with the latter method 
is 
en­ 
tirely conclusive of 
its 
advantages 
over the other. 
Among the 
statistical 
statemen s 
made by Dr. Graham was that since 
the station was located 
here 
they 
have treated 29,000 hogs, with a loss 
of about 4.000 head, most of 
which 
were cholera-infected at the time ot 
treatment; that the money-worth ot 
hogs saved, at low valuation, is over 
$160,000; that the check on the dis­ 
ease exerted through the agency and 
influence of the station, the better 
sanitation induced and care and cau­ 
tion exercised, the saving would ex­ 
ceed a quarter of a million dollars. 
He stressed the interest which mei- 
chants should manifest in this work 
because of the financial benefits ac- 
crueing from this immense saving.

ness to the Japanese, and, wherever, 
possible, in 
cooperation 
with the 
Japanese, according to Baron Eiichi 
Shibusawa, the 75-year-old 
financier, 
who returned on Jan. 5 from a tour 
of the United States. On his arrival 
home he was met by several mem­ 
bers of the cabinet to whom*he re­ 
ported most favorably on conditions 
in America, as they affect Japan. He 
was impressed remarkably with the 
hospitality that had been shown him 
iii the United States. 
“America,” he said, “is now at one 
of Hie most important turning points 
in her history. Hitherto she has been 
self-centered and 
self-contenied, po­ 
litically, economically and financial­ 
ly, but now', 
in 
consequence of the 
war, she has been brought suddenly 
to realize that 
circumstances place 
her in the 
very 
forefront 
of 
the 
world’s 
financial 
and 
commercial 
powers, and she 
seems 
determined 
to utilize to the fullest extent tile op­ 
portunities thus presented.” 
“I took every opportunity,” he con­ 
tinued, 
“of 
impressing 
upon 
my 
American 
friends 
the 
desirability 
and also the practicability of a gen­ 
eral understanding, and, 
if possible, 
co-operation, between American 
and 
Japanese 
capitalists 
in 
developing 
the resources of China. Such, I point­ 
ed out, would be conducive to the in­ 
terests of China in 
the 
first place, 
and then to the interests of both Ja­ 
pan and the United States. 
Other­ 
wise America’s increased 
activities 
in the Chinese market might lead to 
hostile competition, 
mutual distrust 
and bitter animosity, which might be 
mutually disastrous. 
I was gratified 
to find that my views on 
thse mat­ 
ters were fully shared 
by American 
financiers and 
business 
men 
who 
showed themselves perfectly willing 
to conduct operations in China in a 
generous spirit of friendliness toward 
the Japanese, and, wherever possible, 
in co-operation with us.” 
Baron Shibusawa said he found all 
sections of 
the 
United 
States ani­ 
mated 
by 
sentiments 
of 
wrarm 
friendship toward Japan. 
Especially 
was he pleased to see 
the situation 
in California greatly improved. 
The 
anti-Japanese feeling there has sub­ 
sided, owing to th favorable imprs- 
sion created by 
Japanese participa­ 
tion in the exposition. Some people 
were inclined to fear a revival of the 
anti-Japanese 
agitation 
after 
the 
close of the exposition, but his obser­ 
vation was that there is no likelihood 
of such an occurrence 
in 
the near 
future. 
Baron Shibusawa said he was very 
greatly impressed with the prosper­ 
ous conditions in the 
city 
of New 
York. The thriving and beautiful ap­ 
pearance of the streets and the re­ 
markable improvement in the means 
of communication 
showed 
a 
great, 
development since his previous visit. 
Lastly, he said: 
“In view of the great material pro­ 
gress 
in 
the 
United 
States 
there 
must arise in the future a brisk de­ 
mand for 
merchandise 
of 
all 
de­ 
scriptions. 
The unmistakable devel­ 
opment of American 
commerce and 
industry is 
favorable 
to 
Japanese 
trade interests with 
America which 
are bound to realize an epoch making 
progress. Japanese 
merchants 
and 
manufacturers should prepare not to 
miss this opportunity 
for promoting 
the trade 
relations 
between 
Japan 
and the United States. 
In order to 
augment our national wealth and in­ 
crease Japan’s commercial influence 
in America the 
government author­ 
ities should avail themselves of the

Athens, Feb. 16.—Some of the most 
important 
archeological 
discoveries 
of the past generation have just been 
made around the 
ancient 
city 
of 
Piryns, which, according to one le­ 
gend, was the birthplace of Hercules. 
I ho walls of the city ascribed to the 
Cyclops, the earlier excavations there 
have unearthed some remarkable ex­ 
amples of < yclopean architecture. 
A number of workmen, digging at 
the Greek agricultural school some 
fifty yards beyond the walls of the 
ancient city, recently came upon some 
copper fragments evidently 
of 
very 
early date. 
The work was promptly 
stopped and a guard placed over tho 
spot until Professor Arvanitopoulos 
could be called from Athens to di­ 
rect th© excavation. 
On the arrival of the eminent Greek 
archeologist, the work was conducted 
with the utmost care. 
The first dis­ 
covery was 
a 
perfectly 
preserved 
cauldron, near which was a copper 
tripod in excellent state of conserva­ 
tion, bearing bas reliefs of animals 
and birds—a rare pioce. 
In rapid or­ 
der followed a huge copper plaque, 
three copper handles, 
three 
great 
swords, two copper brooches and some 
fragments of Mycenian pottery. 
The copper cauldron was full of 
earth, and Professor Arvanitopoulos 
sifted it out carefully. Here he made 
his great find—some golden 
bead;-, 
evidently belonging to a valuable col­ 
lar, some little gold plaques studded 
with jewels, some wires of gold, and 
a large ling engraved 
to 
depict 
a 
round boat, upon whicli are several 
passengers about to land: four mmi 
and women on shore are shown com­ 
ing out of a doorway to meet the 
travelers. 
Professor Arvanitopoulos 
pronounced the ring most interesting 
an valuable from 
an 
archeological 
point of view, as well as intrinsically. 
There was also a gold 
wheel 
some 
five inches in diameter, with beads 
of amber as spokes. 
Professor Ar­ 
vanitopoulos believes that this was 
used as a hair ornament, worn in the 
temples. 
In addition to the five hun­ 
dred gold boarts and gold wires upon 
which they may hav^ been strung, to­ 
gether with a number of little gold 
plaques which may have also belonged 
to the collar, four more gold rings 
were found, simpler, however, than 
the engraved one: several pieces of 
conical money, also gold: a consider­ 
able assortment of beads of amber, 
as well as of some softer matter, and 
a tube 
bearing 
hieroglyphs. 
The 
chief treasure, however, was another 
ring of gold, large as a small egg, the 
engraving on the plaque of which rep­ 
resents a goddess seated on a throne, 
to whom four lions are bringing offer­ 
ings; behind the goddess is a tree, en 
the branches of which a bird is perch­ 
ed, and behind the tree, the horizon 
is indicated, with both sun and moon 
shown in the 
vicinity or an homeric 
architrave. 
The copper cauldron, with its pre­ 
contents was found near the 
of some huts dating from 1200 
and it is thought lhat the arti­ 
cles buried in the cauldron are of that 
period. 
Continuing his investigations 
in the same neighborhood, Professor 
Arvanitopoulos discovered a 
ruined 
temple of the sixth or fifth century 
B. C., a? well as a tomb in the shape 
of a vault, in which he is now engag­ 
ed in making even more valu ab le dis­ 
coveries than that 
of 
the 
<opp t 
cauldron and its 
treasure. 
In 
the 
presence of the king and queen of 
Greece and the Princess Helen, P r> 
fessor Arvanitopoulos deposited his 
golden treasures in the Museum 


Athens.

of Tuberculosis recently issued. 
The paper was collected from the 
cellars and garrets of homes through­ 
out the city by agents of the society 
and was sold to a company which 
makes new paper of the waste. 
The 
proceeds of the sale of the waste pa­ 
per were used to support the Night 
and Day Camp conducted by the anti­ 
tuberculosis society. 
At this camp 
women in various stages of tubercu­ 
losis live in the open, day and night, 
summer and winter. 
Sixty-four patients were discharged 


as cured in 1915, the report said. The 
average cost a patient was placed at 
$87.32, and four months was given 
as the average time 
necessary 
“to 
bring adequate results." 


In addition to the proceeds from the 
sale of waste paper, the society sold 
approximately 1,600,000 
Red 
Cross 
seals, at one cent each, and received 
numerous cash 
donations. 
Besides 
the Night and Day camp for women, 
the 
society 
conducts 
an 
open-air 
school for children in the early stages 
of tuberculosis and employs visiting 
nurses.

The treasury, in determ ining to effect 
war econom ies, proceeded to attack 
one after tin* other the ‘‘starved ser­ 
vices,” leaving mostly untouched the 
larger and less useful items.

One of the starved services is edu­ 
cation. 
The National Library in Dub 
Un, the Royal Irish Academy of Music, 
the teaching of science in secondary 
schools and agricultural education all 
suffered, or were threatened 
Among 
tin* grants to be discontinued was tho 
small sum for the, .Colleges bl Irish. 
This brought the Gaelic League into 
the fray, and throughout evehy part of 
Ireland, resolutions of public bodies 
and public m eetings, culminating in ti 
m eeting in the Dublin mansion house, 
conveyed to the government the popu­ 
lar indignation.

It w*as not only 
the 
educational 
grants that suffered. 
Ireland has been 
receiving a grant of lo,OOO pounds a 
year for the encouragement of horse 
breeding.

breeding ground for horses and its 
merits in this respect were recognized 
before the war, not only by the British 
government, but by foreign buyers. It 
was announced that the horse breed­ 
ing grant was to be stopped, though 
a similar grant of larger amount given 
to Great Britain was not only to be 
continued, blit increased. 
Protest, in 
parliament 
led 
to 
the 
explanation 
that army horses could be more con­ 
veniently bred in England because it 
was nearer th the seat of war, and 
because the provision of army horses 
might be an urgent matter of hours 
instead of days. 
As 
an 
argument 
against a grant for breeding horses in 
Ireland this was not regarded as con 
voicing. 
Meanwhiel no serious attack 
was made on the swollen 
items 
of 
Irish expenditure. The police cost over 
a million and ii half a year of pounds 
sterling, though for some years past 
the record of the country is almost 
crimeless, and the judges of assize 
are constantly presented with white 
gloves by the sheriff because there 
are no cases to try. 
Ireland’s taxation since the war has 
increased from about eleven millions 
to about seventeen and a half mil­ 
lions, and the treasury methods of re­ 
trenchment would be ineffective for 
any real contribution 
towards 
war 
economics. 
They are said to have 
been due to the blunder of som e minor 
officials in Dublin Castle or in W hite­ 
hall unacquainted with the country. 
At first 
they were defended in the 
house of commons by the treasury 
chiefs. 
But lifter tho represent ai tuns 
made by Mr. Redmond, 
Mr. 
Dillon 
and other Irish parliamentary leaders 
it has been decided that these email 
economics detrimental to national e f­ 
ficiency will not be further persisted 
in. 
The matter has caused a great 
deal of irritation among people of all 
classes and sections of Irish opinion, 
who have shown great sympathy with 
tile war, and admit the necessity of 
wise public economics.

^of which 5,084 were trespassers.

number is the .smallest 
in 
thirteen 
years, the smallest 
number 
having 
been in 1902. 
In the total, just pub­ 
lished by the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission, are included all passen­ 
gers, employes, trespassers or others, 
killed in any kind of accident, whether 
to trains, through own carelessness, 
trespassing, working about trains, in 
shops or otherwise. 
Not since nine­ 
teen years ago, in 1896, have fewer 
passengers been killed from all causes, 
the total last year being only 196; yet 
there were carried 93 per cent more 
passengers than in 1896. 
Not since 
seventeen 
years 
ago, in 1898, have 
fewer employes been killed from all 
causes, the total being 1,835; yet 106 
per cent more men were employed 
than in 1898. 
.While declines in traffic such as 
’ i f i i i I 
f 
that *df the last fiscal year alway* 
bring decreased hazards and casual­ 
ties, the real achievement in “safety 
first” 
is 
seen in these comparisons 
and the fact that one must go back 
thirteen years to 1902 for a smaller 
total of all fatalities. 
The 8,621 of 
1915 compare with 8,588 in 1902, yet 
in 1915 there was operated 28 per cent 
more miles of track; gross revenues, 
measuring traffic volume, wore 72 per 
cent greater and expenses 89 per cent 
greater than in 1902; the num ber of 
passengers carried had risen 52 per 
cent and the number of tons hauled 
had increased 61 per cent, while there 
were employed 51 per cent more men 
than in 1902. 
Excepting only 1914 the 
num ber of passengers killed in train 
accidents, eighty-three, is the smallest 
in sixteen years. 
But for one accident 
in the first quarter of the year, 1915 
w’ould probably have broken all rec­ 
ords in this respect.

In explanation of the purposes 
and w'ork of his department, he stated 
that primarily it is intended to dem­ 
onstrate to farmers that hog colera 
can be controlled that it is a very 
contagious disease and its prevention 
and suppression depend considerably 
upon proper methods of sanitation— 
in other words, to show them how 
and the necessity of their being self 
reliant in dealing with the ailment, 
because the station was not intended 
to be a permanent fixture here, ami 
its agency is educational. 
Dr. Graham stated that at the start 
they practiced the “Serum alone” me­ 
thods of treatment, but that the po­ 
tency was not strong enough to afford 
desired protection. 
Since 
July 
1st, 
1915, the “serum-virsus.” or 
what 
is 
known as the “sumutaneous” treat­ 
ment has been used anil their exper­ 
ience with the latter method 
is 
en­ 
tirely conclusive of 
its 
advantages 
over the other. 
Among the 
statistical

made by Dr. Graham was that since 
the station was located 
here 
th°v 
have treated 29,000 hogs, with a loss 
of about 4,000 head, most of 
which 
were cholera-infected at the time of 
treatm ent; t h a t - the money-worth of 
hogs saved, at low' valuation, is over 
$160,000; that the check on the dis­ 
ease exerted through the agency and 
influence of the station, the better 
sanitation induced and care and cau­ 
tion exercised, the saving would ex­ 
ceed a quarter of a. midion dollars. 
He stressed the interest which m er­ 
chants should manifest in this work 
because of the financial benefits ac- 
crueing from this immense saving.
